The Alcazar is won, and the 
Spanish Civil War has created a new 
dictator in Europe. 
No power of Madrid can now check 
the o nw ard sw eep of General Franco’s 
forces and no competitor can challenge 
his victorious leadership. 
Fifty children, 500 women, and IBIO 
men came up from the dungeon of the 
Alcazar today to greet General Franco 
as he m arched into Toledo a m o n g his 
heroe s of all history. Nothing in mod­ 
ern times (tin compare with their 71 
days' defense, except Verdun, and there 
the forces were equal. 
Here HOO combatants fought off the 
Reds, ra nging from 10,000 to 20,000 iii 
number, and lived on mule and horse 
meat, a tiny ration of bread, and a 
quart of water apiece daily. 
Not. all of them came up w hen Gen­ 
eral Franco arrived. 
Some were too 
dazed to move. All were dizzy, and few 
could understand that they were free. 
They had done nothing hut fight for 
71 days, and could n’t quit. T he men 
kept fumbling with machine g u n s and 
i ifles, and gazing over the desolate 
t nills for tile itbsent enemy.
